Interest in Hamlin’s New 
Water 
System increases 
as 
the 
project 
nears completion. 
By the end of this week, practical-j 
ly all of the more than 6,000 foot 
dam will have been completed. The 
huge 
12 cubic yards scrapers 
or j 
“dirt lories” have done a fast piece 
of work. They have been 
shifting ! 
thousands of 
thousands 
of 
cubic j 
yards of earth from 
the 
original j 
position to points on the dam, 
to j 
give it the 150 feet width and 
28 j 
feet height. Since some time in ear- 
ly April or maybe March these vast 
machines have tugged away. 


The temporary supply 
of 
water ( 
for wetting down the clay core has 
held out with surprising volume. The 
work on the dam has been hastened 
by the fact that ample water 
was 
caught in the May rains. This 
is 
proof of how long the big dam will 
supply water to Hamlin when it 
is 
once filled to capacity. The require­ 
ments of the dam construction call­ 
ed for a stream of water averaging 
about 10 hours per day seven days 
per week since the clay core 
was 
started in the excavations of from 
15 to 30 feet on up to the top ol 
the dam. 
The 
critical 
period of the 
con­ 
struction was reached this week when 
the final fill-in was being done in 
the center of the dam, 
over 
the 
outlet conduits. A big flood during 
those days would have cut the dam 
in deep, requiring additional 
work 
at great cost. The danger is 
over 
now and from here on the control 
of any amount of water 
will 
be 
simple. 
The greatest task remaining now 
is the hauling of the vast blocks of 
Lueders stone for the 
rip-rapping. 
This work is far advanced and is be­ 
ing hastened as fast as possible. No j 
water can be stopped in the dam till 
every part of the rip-rapping is fin ­ 
ished. The efficiency of the rip-rap 
work, means how well the dam will 
stand wind and cray-fish action when 
the dam is in operation. Let it be | 
remembered that the dam is b eing; 
faced with rocks 11 to 
12 
inches 
thick and extending in size up 
to 
several square yards in area. Under 
these rock 
is laid 
a 
bedding 
of 
gravel of about four to six inches 
deep. 
This gravel is for 
cray-fish 
protection. 
A cray-fish can handle j 
wet clay, but he has no luck with 
gravel, hence he can not undermine 
the great rocks. Besides the gravel j 
will also permit water to run back; 
into the lake after the wave “slosh-1

The Panhandle Construction Com­ 
pany is coming into the soutn euge 
of town with the 10 inch pipe line 
from the lake. This line will come 
under the creek just west of the 83 
highway bridge, proceed up to 15th 
street just past the Westbrook sta­ 
tion and then veer to the west to 
the creek and thence up the creek, 
under the Hamlin-McCaulley 
road, 
under the Santa Fe to the new treat­ 
ing plant. The pipe line will be com­ 
plete long before the treating plant. 
With this information,

rest on the water question for sev­ 
eral months till everything is done 
and ready for that big winter rain.
